“‘ Béranger’s songs flew like town sparrows from garret to garden; impudent or discreet, 
they nested everywhere. They seemed to be the embodied wisdom of good sense, good 
temper, easy morals, love without its ardours, poverty without it pain, patriotism 
without its fatigue. 

“ Béranger was skilled in the art of popular song; he knew how to evolve swiftly his 
little lyric drama; he knew how to wing his verses with a volant refrain; he could 
catch the sentiment of the moment and of the multitude, he could be gay with touches 
of tenderness, and smile through a tear reminiscent of departed youth and pleasure 
and lisette.
